J udging from the attendance and the enthu- 
siasm displayed by the four hundred selected 
Bay Area science students who attended the first 
series of Holiday Science Lectures given between 
December 26 and 30, this will not be the last 
such notable an occasion at the Academy. Spon- 
sored jointly by the Academy and the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science under 
a grant from the National Science Foundation, 
the lectures were presented by Dr. Paul A. Weiss 
of the Rockefeller Institute. 

Despite the fact that it was their Christmas 
holiday, the high school seniors and many of 
their teachers were remarkably faithful in their 
attendance over the five days the series was 
given, Many had to travel over one hundred miles 
each day in order to arrive at the Academy at 
10:00 a.m.. Several of the science teachers took 
advantage of being on the scene and took their 
students to visit many of the Academy's research 
departments, 

Considering the initial success, it is the con- 
censug that the Holiday Science Lectures could 
well become as important an event at the Acad- 
emy as the annual Bay Area Science Fair. 


On December 28, Roger H. Chapman who 
is involved in geophysical research at the Cali- 
fornia Division of Mines, made an annual check 
of the intensity of gravity (g) at the permanent 
pendulum station in the Department of Geology. 

Actually, this pendulum station is merely a 
+ chiseled in the concrete floor so that succes- 
sive checks can be made at this exact point. The 
Academy's pendulum station is one of the older 
ones in a State plan for an expanded network 
and a more extensive program of determining 
accurate values of gravity intensity that are nec- 
essary in geophysical research. 


T he Department 
of Entomology has received three shipments of 
some 200 cultures of live embiids from Dr. Ed- 
ward S. Ross, Curator of the Department, who 
is currently on a collecting trip in tropical Asia. 
One shipment was delivered personally by Mr. H. 
Vannoy Davis who had joined Dr. Ross for a 
brief period and who was associated with him on 
earlier collecting trips. The others were flown 
from India to the Academy, 

The purpose of the live cultures, many of 
them containing immature specimens, is an ex- 
tension of Dr. Ross" collecting in the field where 
often there is a paucity of live mature specimens. 
The cultures are carefully developed in the De- 
partment for further study and research. 


A gift of 96 study skins of African birds 
has been presented to the Department of Birds 
and Mammals by Mr. Brooks Walker, a Vice- 
Chairman of the Board of Trustees, The speci- 
mens were collected by Mr. Walker and his 
sister, Mrs. Wellington S. Henderson, along the 
Rungwa River and the Serengeti Plain in Tangan- 
yika, 


Four personnel changes took place at the 
Academy during the month of January: Dr. Franz 
Sauer left for Gainesville, Florida and a position 
as Assistant Professor in the Biology Department 
at the University, and Dr. Richard C, Banks joined 
the staff of the San Diego Museum of Natural 
History. 

Bruce Finson has assumed the editorship of 
PACIFIC DISCOVERY, the position recently vacated 
by Don Greame Kelley, and Johan Kooy will divide 
his time as Art Director of PD and as Assistant 
in the Department of Exhibits. 


D r. Robert C, Miller, 

Director of the Academy, attended the 128th Meet- 
ing of the American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science held in Denver during the last 
week of December. In his position as President 
of the Academy Conference, Dr, Miller presented 
the presidential address, "Academies of Science 
as Catalytic Agents". 

The Association meeting, the third to be held 
in Denver, was attended by approximately 4500 
members,
